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Pentagon Chief Sees Adoption

■■ WASHINGTON. July 29 CAP).— 
Secretary of Defense Melvin R. 
Laird said today lie expects "a 
majority” of the Pentagon reor- 
ganization recommendations of a 
presidential blue-ribbon panel to 
be adopted.

genuine, the subway strike is a 
grievous addition to a mounting 
series of political problems facing 
the government. 

At a time when the regime Is 
severely divided by political rival- 
ries and an economic scandal, labor 
troubles have Increased alarmingly. 
A series of construction strikes cul- 
minated in a violent confrontation 
last week In Granada between po- 
lice and workers. Three workers 
were killed. 

Subsequently, the acting arch- 
bishop of Granada. Msgr. Bena- 
vent, issued a pastoral letter strong- 
ly taking the side of the workers. 

Over the past few days, police 
have rounded up a number of 
members of the illegal workers’ 
co mmissions on the suspicion that 
they were trying to organize a gen- 
eral strike. 

In these circumstances it is evi- 
dent that the government— still 
hurting from the Granada deaths 
—is anxious to avoid violence. On 
the other hand, the subway strike 
demands a quick solution in a way 
that building strikes do not. It Is 
particularly intolerable to a gov- 
ernment that prides itself on its 
ability to keep public order. 

Finally, the Spanish government 
has traditionally been used to solv- 
ing this kind of problem with a 
well-calculated use of farce. The 
techniques of negotiation and con- 
ciliation are still relatively un- 
familiar and It Is likely that, in 
confronting today’s strike, the cab- 
inet ministers will lack confidence 
in their ability to use them. 

Tonight’s government announce- 
ment was tough and uncom- 
promising, and it made no 
reference— as official statements 
regarding other recent strikes have 
done — to the possible justice of 
the workers’ grievances. On the 
contrary, a statement by the na- 
tional police chief, Eduardo 
Blanco, warned that in addition 
to military service the strikers 
faced possible criminal prosecu- 
tion.

Asked whether Libya was in 
agreement with Mr. Nasser in this 
connection, he said, "We are in 
agreement with President Nasser 
and with all Arab leaders.” Jor- 
dan. Lebanon, Kuwait and the 
Sudan earlier supported the Egypt- 
ian acceptance of the proposals.

ROME. July 29 ( AP) —Rome 

sank deeper into debt early today 
as weary city couhcCmeh squeez- 
ed through a budget estimate with 
a 144-blllion-lire ($230.4 million) 
deficit. . . 

Rome’s center-left coalition; pat- 
terned on the alliance of- Socialists, 
Christian Democrats and Repub- 
licans that has ruled Italy In- 
termittently for the last seven 
years, won the early’momtog vote, 
getting 41 votes in the 80-member 
council. Opposed were mainly 
Communists and right-wingers. 

The budget totaled 736 bill ion 
lire <$1.17 b£01oc>. Mayor Clello 
Dar Ida's income-short administra- 
tion tried to balance it with loans 
and credits. The loans were also 
used to pay off interest on earlier 
debts. 

But Mayor Darida still could not 
find an extra 144 billion lire, and 
posted the deficit. Rome has been 
deeply in debt for years. Today's 
deficit, was believed to be the 
highest in its history. 


.WASHINGTON, July 29 (NYT). 
— Nicholas deBeHeviHe Katzen- 
bach, former under secretary of 
state, urged Congress today to 
repeal the 1964 Tonkin Gulf resolu- 
tion, which he once described as 
the '“functional equivalent” of a 
declaration of. war in Vietnam. 

Mr. -Katzenbach also endorsed 
the Senate's Cooper-Church 
amendment, restricting the Presi- 
dent's authority to undertake future 
military operations In Cambodia, 
as “a clearly constitutional asser- 
tion” of power by Congress. 

Mr. Katzenbach, who served first 
as attorney general and then as 
under secretary of state in the 
Kennedy and Johnson administra- 
tions, presented his legal views in 
testimony -before a House Foreign 
Affairs subcommittee co ns i derin g 
various bills seeking to d efin e the 
division of war-making powers be- 
tween the presidency and Congress. 

In defending the constitutionality 
of the Cooper -Church amendment, 
he differed with the Nixon ad- 
ministration, which has protested 
that the amendment would in- 
fringe upon the President’s con- 
stitutional powers as co mmand pt 
In chief. 

The amendment, attached' by the 
Senate to a foreign military sales 
bill and now being considered by 
a Senate-House conference com- 
mittee, would preclude the Presi- 
dent from spending any funds for 
retaining American farces in Cam- 
bodia or for providing military ad- 
visers or combat air support to 
the Cambodian government, with- 
out specific congressional consent 
Mr. Katzenbach, an International 
lawyer who Is now general coun- 
sel of International Business Ma- 
chines Corp., defended the amend- 
ment as being within the consti- 
tutional powers of Congress to tell 
the President “he shall not spend 
money in a particular country.” 

Mr. Kataenbach also contended 
that the Tonkin Gulf resolution 
represented the only constitutional 
authority for the President to use 
armed forces in Vietnam and that 
without the resolution the President 
would: have no choice but to get 
out of Indochina. His interpreta- 
tion conflicted with those of both 
Presidents Johnson and Nixon. 

Adopted by Congress in 1964 fol- 
lowing reported North Vietnamese 
attacks on American destroyers, 
the Tonkin resolution gives con- 


gressional approval to “all neces- 
sary steps” taken by the Presi- 
dent to repel “further aggression' 
in Southeast Aiija, Mr. Johnson 
frequently cited the resolution as 
congressional- approval for his Viet- 
nam policies, but at the same time 
he contended he -had tbe?authorlt[x 
to commit troops to Vietnam, with- 
out the resolution. 

The Nixon administration, in not 
opposing congressional repeal, of 
the measure, hn^ maintained that 
it Is not relying upon the resolu- 
tion as the basis' of its 'authority’ 
for a continuing military engage- 
ment in Vietnam. Rather; the' ad- 
ministration hab contended it was 
relying upon the President’s in- 
herent constitutional powers as 
commander, in chief to take steps 


to protect the lives of American 
troops as they are withdrawn from 
Vietnam.

Will. Help Detect. 
Presence of Disease 

- WASHINGTON, July 29 CAP).— 
Commercial researchers have 
reported a breakthrough toward 
the development of a screening 
test for a -farm of h^jatitis trans- 
mitted via blood tarandusion. This 
form is blamed for 3,000 deaths 
and 30,000 illnesses annually. 

The sekn ttste — of the Electro- 
Nudeonic Laboratories, lac.— have 
reported obtaining the most highly 
purified form ever available com- 
mercially of a' vims-like particle 
called* t he Aust ralia antigen. 
Recently, this agent has come 
under strong scientific suspicion 
as a major cause of- at least serum 
hepatitis and possibly also of 
many cases of the second form of 
t he infectious hepatitis. 

Now, the second phase of the 
project has begun. 

The research group is inoculating 
goals with tins purified material 
in order to produce an anti-serum. 
This serum could then, theoretical- 
ly, be used- as the basis for mass- 
screening tests of blood samples to 
detect toe presence of serum 
hepatitis. 

The scientists said .that their 
findings offer a first step toward 
developing such a long-sought, 
rapid, inexpensive and highly sen- 
sitive test tor screening up' to ten 
million pints .of toansfusion blood 
donated every ' year. . They also 
declared that toe new development 
could lead .to earlier detection of 
undiagnosed; cases' of both serum 
and infectious, hepatitis. 

. Serum hepatitis can .be trans- 
mitted by transfusions and also 
by contaminated syringes. At least 
one .scientist has said that the 
serum farm has . appeared lately 
to be increasing, largely due “to 
our young population’s use of in- 
travenous experimentations with

Devlin A ide Held 
On Plotting Gas

LONDON. July 29 (AP).— Bowes 
Egan, 28, a law lecturer and adviser 
to Bernadette Devlin, was charged 
in court today with plotting last 
week’s tear gas attack on the 
House of Commons.

WASHINGTON, July 29 (API . — 
George Meany. president of toe 
AFL-CTO said today that low-wage 
workers are hit hardest by infla- 
tion and urged Congress to in- 
crease the federal minimum wage 
to at least $2 an hour.

Eisenhower bad to send federal 
troops to keep toe nine Negroes 
ta Central High School. The fed- 
eral government won. but so did 
Mr. Faubus. He was unbeatable in 
every election after that 

Another big round .of school 
desegregation is scheduled in Ar- 
kansas and the rest of the South 
this fall because of renewed pres- 
sure from toe Nixon, administra- 
tion. Schools are on people’s minds 
once again. 

If any candidate benefits from 
that preoccupation ta Arkansas, it 
will be Mr. Faubus. 


Air Fares Witliln U.S* 
Frozen Until Oct. 15 

WASHINGTON, July 29 <AP».— 
The Civil Aeronautics . Board ruled 
today that current domestic air 
fares will remain ta effect until 
Oct. 15 while new rates are being 
es tablished. 

[The CAB’s action is contingent 
on assent by toe UH. Court of 
Appeals here, which earlier this 
month said air fares bad been 
formulated illegally. The court 
may still order a rollback of the

The board said it will require 
the airlines to file new tariff 
schedules, for its consideration and 
public review, to go into effect 
after Oct. 15.

The announcement was in re- 
sponse to a decision of the appeals 
court ruling that a CAB order 
last Sept. 12, allowing fare Increases 
of about 635 percent, was invalid 
because the board had not com- 
plied with public-notice and hear- 
ing requirements. 
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Open House 


Thou cheers that echoed in the House of 
Representatives on Monday may have vio- 
lated the rules but they were nevertheless 
very much in order. They were cheers for 
democracy, for the basic Idea of representa- 
tive government, for the concept of govern- 
ment by the consent of the governed. They 
e&me In response to a historic House deci- 
sion to put an end, at long last, to Its ancient 
practice of voting in secret on amendments 
to pending legislation. By an almost unan- 
imous voice vote, the members of the House 
approved an amendment to the Congres- 
sional Reorganization Bill providing that in 
the future they shah be recorded by name 
as they pass up the aisle to vote on amend- 
ments. 

The House, at the same time, approved 
some other exceedingly salutary changes In 
Its procedures. It agreed to permit at least 
ten minutes of debate on any amendment 
printed in advance in the Congressional 
Record. And it approved the installation of 
electronic voting equipment to speed up roll 
sails provided that later on the House de- 
cides that it wishes to tally its divisions in 
this modern, efficient and sensible fashion. 
More's the pity that it did not decide also 
to make' committee meetings open to the 
public as a general rule. All these changes 
are simply devices for transacting the public 
business in public. They will serve at once 
to help the representatives themselves to 
know what they are doing and to help their 
constituents to know what they have done. 

Because in their present form the changes 
are amendments to a bill which must have 
the concurrence of the Senate before it can 
become law, one cannot yet regard them as 
fails accompli s. But the support for them 
in the House was so strong, so healthy and 


so overwhelming that one can reasonably 
suppose the House would adopt them as 
rules of Its own if the Senate should fall to 
translate them into an act of Congress. 
They reflect great credit on the House and 
will surely enhance the confidence of the 
country In Its government. 

Secrecy In the House is one of those curi- 
ous folk-ways perpetuated as tradition long 
after the purpose for which it was originally 
contrived has been forgotten. The House 
of Commons in England undertook to keep 
Its proceedings secret in order to protect its 
members from reprisals by James I and 
Charles I In the 17th century. The practice, 
designed to offset despotism, soon moved 
Itself despotic. It led to all sorts of abuses 
difficult to unmask and to rebuke because 
responsibility for them could not be dis- 
cerned. “Next to the existence of opes 
constituencies, and a fair mode of election,” 
the historian Lecky wr o t e, "the best security 
a nation can possess for file fidelity of Its 
representatives Is to be found In the system 
of parliamentary reporting. But this was 
also wanting. The than? of the statesmen 
of the first half of the 18th century was 
. that the electors had no right to know the 
proceedings of their representatives, and it 
was only a ter a long and dangerous struggle, 
which was not terminated until the reign 
of George HI, that the right of printing 
debates was virtually conceded.” 

The right of a free people to know how 
their elected representatives vote Is a right 
without which elections can be considered 
- neither free nor meaningful. The House of 
Commons recognized this long ago. The 
House of Representatives honors Its best 
values in joining them now as a genuinely 
representative body.

Heath’s Crucial Choices 


It would be difficult In the best of cir- 
cumstances to have to replace so able and 
experienced a British cabinet minister as 
Iain Macleod. Prime Minister Heath had to 
find that replacement as Chancellor of the 
Exchequer from a Conservative government 
barely a month In office after nearly six 
years In opposition — and his difficulties did 
not stop there. 

He might have sent Reginald Maudling 
back to the Job he held in Tory governments 
in 1962-64. In doing so, he would have 
removed one of the most experienced Tory 
ministers from the Borne Office, where he 
was Just coming to grips with the delicate 
and explosive problem of Northern Ireland. 
Furthermore, Maudling is the chancellor who 
left a $2.2 billion balance-of-payments deficit 
and is considered to be a doubtful convert 
to the idea of Britain joining the European 
Common Market. 

Heath’s decision to appoint Anthony Bar- 


ber as chancellor meant taking him from 
negotiations hardly under way for British 
entry, into file Common Market and even 
running the risk of reviving doubts in France 
and elsewhere as to the seriousness of Brit- 
ain's bid. In any event. Barber, a close 
friend and confidant of the Prime Minister, 
is now the new chancellor and Geoffrey Rip- 
pon will leave his post as Minister of Tech- 
nology to try to negotiate Britain’s entry 
into the European community. Rlppon, at 
46, has generally lined, up- with the Tory 
right wing on economic matters and his skill 
at delicate negotiation remains untested; 
but he Is a dedicated "European.” 

Neither man will have an easy road; but 
with Parliament in recess until October and 
with no further meetings of ministers on 
Britain’s Commop Market application sched- 
uled until that month, each will have time 
to adjust to his new responsibilities.

The Trade War 

For the first time since the war, serious 
money quarrels poison Europe-UH. relations. 
A trifle, a faux-pas can start a commercial 
war at any moment. And the latter would 
certainly degenerate into a monetary con- 
flict. A political conflict would ensue. 

President Nixon last Monday showed pub- 
licly that he took the danger very serious- 
ly. . Hut for the EEC Commission, textile 
quotas, which Mr. Nixon accepts, already 
constitute a most serious violation of inter- 
national regulations. , .The uneasiness is 
deep-rooted and goes back a long way. 

It was for political reasons that America 
sponsored the principle of European unity 
In the fifties. It is now enraged to find 
before it countries which, while remaining 
politically dispersed, manage to unite only 
for bringing it commercial competition. The 
possibility of British Common Market mem- 
bership only increases the ill-temper of 
American exporters: a widened Europe, to- 
gether with its overseas partners, will repre- 
sent nearly two -thirds of world trade. 

Yet their fears appear hardly justified. 
Far from having been detrimental to trade 
development, the Common Market has favor- 
ed it up to now. Trade between Europe and 
the United States tripled In ten years. 

“It is time," one of Mr. Maurice Schu- 
mann's principal aides declares, "for the 
Americans to stop considering European 
unity as a political benefit which also brings 
economic disadvantages. A powerful Com- 
mon Market is in the interest of the United 
States. We are interdependent In prosper- 
ity.” 

This is true. But the reasoning would be 
more convincing if. on the monetary level, 
Europe assumed responsibilities commensu- 


rate to its commercial power. It Is no use 
saying that It Is up to the sinner to bear 
the burden of his faults because the Ameri- 
cans will not devalue the dollar for the good 
and simple reason that an increase of the 
gold price would primarily benefit the prin- 
cipal producer countries, south Africa and 
Russia. 

"The Europeans have something better to 
do than to accumulate surpluses at the very 
moment when they complain that the 
Americans buy their firms too cheaply,” 
monetary expert Robert Triffin notes. 

If a European currency existed, it would 
soon have to be revalued In relation to the 
dollar. And It is not certain that the coun- 
tries of the Old Continent have an interest 
In either immoWlsme or a blow-by-blow 
action at random. The commercial war will 
be settled by the currency, or be made worse 
by fiie currency.

The New Soviet Union 


VTTASHINGTON— America, at this 
” moment, rather horribly re- 
sembles England and France in 
the early and middle 30s. The 
young eve like the Oxford under- 
graduates who resolved never “to 
bear arms for king and country.” 
The Old are refusing to face the 
harsh new facts of the national 
situation, just as most people in 
France and England refused to face 
the harsh facts created by Adolf 
Hitler. 

The .prevailing self-delusion is 
just a bit more excusable, for we 
have no Hitler-figure, nowadays, 
to tell us In plain terms just where 
we stand. Our own situation has 
changed, in fact, primarily be- 
cause Soviet behavior has changed 
quite radically. And as Soviet be- 
havior was never all that charming, 
it has been easy to Ignore the ex- 
tremely dangerous change that has 
now occurred. 

TO begin at the beginning, the 
sources of this change in Soviet 
behavior are easy to identify. The 
Soviets’ own situation has also 
changed, for one thing, simply be- 
cause this country has by sow 
passively surrendered our farmer 
enormous margin in nuclear-stra- 
tegic power. That, In Itself, was 
bound to lead to some degree of re- 
calculation of risks in the Kremlin. 

The Grechko Story 

This has plainly coincided, how- 
ever, with another kind of change, 
perhaps very profound, inside the 
Soviet itself. Except far pre-Pearl 
Harbor Japan, the Soviet Union 
today is in fact unique among the 
major nations of the twentieth 
century, in the simple sense that 
the military leaders are able to 
name their own boss, the defense 
minister. 

The fairly dramatic story of 
Marshal Andrei Grechko's appoint- 
ment to lead the Defense Miafofr y

was first printed, long ago, in this 
space. The implications of that 
story have also been stressed be- 
fore. Yet it cannot be too often 
reiterated that when the military 
leaders are able to name their own 
boss, this can only mean that the 
military has acquired very great 
social -political leverage. 

This alone sets the present-day 
Soviet Union quite apart from the 
Soviet Union of Stalin, and even 
the Soviet Union of Khrushchev. 
To this must be added the further 
fact that the official civilian boss, 
Leonid Brezhnev, is almost cer- 
tainly the Soviet marshala * chief 
ally on the Presidium, as well as 
the prime beneficiary of their im- 
portant political support. 

If the Joint Chiefs of Staff were 
able to impose General Curtis Le- 
May as Secretary of Defense, and 
had also played a considerable role 
in President Nixon's election, we 
should naturally expect a different 
style of UJ3. policy-making and 
behavior. That is about what has 
happened In Moscow, and this, no 
doubt. Is really why Soviet behavior 
has changed so disturbingly. 

The word “behavior” is used here, 

because Soviet polk? has always 
been the maximum expansion of 
Soviet power, wherever expansion 
was possible without undue risk. 
In this sense, at least, Soviet policy 
has not been modified at alL 

But as the world first saw when 
the- wretched Czechoslovaks met 
their fate, the style of Soviet policy 
has now become much more crassly 
militaristic. A drastic recalcula- 
tion of risks has obviously been 
made, too, partly because of -the 
altered nuclear, balance. Yet the 
main behavior change is even pure 
basic. 

In fiie past, the big, dangerous 
Soviet actions were always taken 
hi response to what looked Hke 
offered Qpperbmttiaa, Barite took^ 


ed fcopelesriy exposed, so Berlin 
was blockaded. The United States 
went in far disarmament in 1949, so 
the Korean war was touched off in 
1950. And so it went, until -the 
rise in power and' influence of the 
Soviet marshals. 

It is one thing, please remember, 
to seize opportunities when they 
seem to be offered, free gratis. But 
It Is quite another thing to go to 
work with cold-blooded calculation, 
over long periods of time, to create 
new opportunities far the effective 
application - of military power. 

That savors far more of military 
planning than civilian policy-mak- 
ing. And that is the «h*Tig » 
in Soviet behavior which we now 
have to face up to. 

The China Front 

The long, methodical preparation 
far the present crunch.

Denmark and the Pitfalls of Pornography

COPENHAGEN.— The tide is 
L out, a year after the flood 
of pornography that hit the 
Danish capital when parliament 
abolished almost all indecency 
statutes In the law books. Porno 
publishers, producers of -Danish 
blue" movies and operators of 
“live show" sex clubs are look- 
ing around for other means of 
making a fast buck. 

The Danes, it appears, have 
had it. They don't look twice at 
a picture of a naked girl or a 
loving couple. If they look once. 
It is usually with a yawn. 

They don't feel like paying 
S2 or S3 for a four-color porno 
journal and precious few of 
them would dream of coughing 
up some $30 to see a live show 
at one of Copenhagen's 20-odd 
“private clubs." 

The porno trade this summer 
stands and falls with the tour- 
ists. mainly Germans, Amer- 
icans. Japanese and Swedes. 
Most likely. It will fall. Even 
tbe tourists are getting bored. 
The supply appears to exceed 
tbe demand. 

Last fall when toe porno peo- 
ple celebrated their new free- 
dom with Copenhagen's “Sex 
69” fair, big-eyed visitors came 
from all over the world. Charter 
flights were arranged from as 
far away as Morocco. 

Movies, Magazines 

Porno shops. “Him centers.” 
and sex shows mushroomed in 
Copenhagen and in the prov- 
inces. Magazines with titles like 
Week-End Sex and Color Climax

U.S. Consumers Cutting Back on Spending 


By Alexander Auerbach • 

LOS ANGELES, July 29.— U,S, 
consumers have more than just 
tightened their purse strings— they 
have practically knotted -them. 

That is the message of the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference 
Board's report on consumer spend- 
ing, for the first, six months of 
1970. 

In many areas, the report says, 
the actual number of diallers spent 
has dropped. But; even where 
spending Is up,, it often reflects 
higher prices caused by inflation, 
and not an increased volume of 
goods being sold. Either way it 
means bad news for the retailer. 

In all, first-half spending is run- 
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rung . about 25 '-percent ahead of the 
same period last year. But prices 
are 5.. percent' higher; so, hi fact, 
consumers have been, buying less 
this year when inflation is token 
into account. 

Demand for ' nondurable goods 
was up about 6 percent, about the 
same as' the inflation for that 
part of the economy, so the net 
result ;Yras no real change. 

to 'durable goods, however— items 
with a 'lifespan of more than three 
years— spending feI14 percent 
despite a - 25 -percent price inflation, 
thug -adding up to -a. total loss to 
real volume of about 65 . percent. 

About tiie only place where con- 



sumers are putting their money is 
to tiie bank. Today they are saving 
about 65 percent of their dispos- 
able Income, versus about 55 per- 
cent a year ago, and their dispos- 
able income is up a bit, so they 
.are potting away a lot more dol- 
lars.

Bill on Investors’ Insurance 
Hite Quick Snag in Congress

The approved measures were 
weakened version of the mutual 
fun! bill, which went through the 
House Commerce Committee, and 
the corporate take-over bill and a 
bill affecting stock registrations of 
am»ii companies, both of which 
were approved by the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee. 

The banking committee failed, 
however, to get past the first sec- 
tion of the bill creating a new 
system of Insurance to protect in- 
vestors from losses when brokerage 
firms go bankrupt. 

The controversy over the Securi- 
ties investor Protecticn Corp. Bill 
appeared to foreshadow battles 
over many other aspects of the 
legislation, even though the Nixon 
administration and most major 
securities industry organizations 
are supporting it 
The section at issue deals with 
the board of the insurance corpo- 
ration, which would be made up of 
10 Industry representatives and 
five members of the public. 

Mwrtf Amen dment Fails 

Sen. iMwmnit S. Muskxe, D., 
Maine, attempted to substitute 
three-man board, with one from the 
securities industry, one designated 
by the chairman of the Securities 
and Exchange Commission and one 
designated by the Treasury secre- 
tary. The MusJde amendment lost 
by a reported vote of 5-4. 

The mutual fund legislation that 
was approved by the House Com- 
merce Committee is aimed primar- 
ily at making it possible to force 
reductions to the fees and charges 
that are imposed on mutual fund 
shareholders. 

The legislation, which has twice 
passed the Senate, has been -stalled 
for three years in the House Com- 
mittee. The version approved yes- 
terday has the support of the main 
trade organization of the fund in- 
dustry. the Investment Company 
Institute. 

While the measure is regarded 
as one that imposes more restric- 
tions on the industry than one 
approved by a commerce subcom- 
mittee several weeks ago, its pro- 
visions are looser to some major 
areas than those of the Senate oHL 


mittee’s bDl provides for smaller 
and fewer refunds of sales charges 
on front-end load mutual fund 
plans. These plans involve regular 
monthly or quarterly investments 
over a period of 10 to 15 years, 
and up to half of the first year's 
payments may be diverted to sales 
commissions. Thus persons who 
cash in their plans in the first few 
years almost always lose money. 

The SEC originally proposed, to 
December, 1966, that front-end. 
load plans be outlawed. The Sen- 
ate last year adopted a provision 
that shareholders who cashed in 
within the first three years be re- 
funded that portion of the sales 
commission that exceeded 15 aer- 


cent of the total amount they had 
paid in. 

The House Committee's bill cuts 
the refund period to one year and 
reduces the mavimnm refund to 
the amount over 20 percent of 
total payments. 

The House Committee eliminated 
freon the bill a provision inserted 
by its subcommittee granting stock 
exchanges immunity from the anti- 
trust laws. 

The corporate take-over bill 
would require certain disclosure by 
any individual or group that ac- 
quired 5 percent of a company's 
stock. 

Such matters as the Identity of 
stock owners, financial backer;, 
and their intentions toward the 
company, if they actually acquire 
control, would be required to he 
disclosed. At present, such dis- 
closures are required only of those 
who own 10 percent or more of the 
stock. 

The committee rejected a request 
by several securities industry orga- 
nizations that those who make 
markets in corporate stocks be ex- 
empted from the provisions of the 
bUL 

The bill concerning registrations 
of small issues of stock, under what 
has come to be known as the Regu- 
lation a procedure, applies this 
simplified procedure to issues of 
up to $500,000. At present, the 
ceiling is S300.000.

In bridge, as in Hie. those 
who expect justice are fre- 
quently disappointed. A player 
may make a good play and then 
wind, up with the same poor 
result he would hare had if he 
had made a bad one. 

South, had this experience on 
the diagramed deal. 

He opened the hand with two 
no-trump, a bid that normally 
shows 21 or 22 points. But most 
experts will that bid with 

a “good" 20 points, and the 
wealth of intermediate cards in 
the South band qualified it un- 
der that heading. 

North bad an obvious raise to 
three no-trump and West led 
the heart ten. In the East-West, 
style the jack: would have been 
led from a jack-high comb ina - 
tion, and the lead of the ten 
promised possession of one of 
the top three honor cards. 

This Information was. of 
course, available to South, who 
therefore made the good play of 
allowing the ten to win the first 
trick. He knew that West must 
have ace- jack-ten, and that the 
duck would not affect the situ- 
ation it West held, a four-card 
suit. 

If West held a five-card suit, 
which was somewhat more like- 
ly, the duck would serve to cut 
the East-West communications. 
The duck could have turned out 
badly if West had held a six- 
card suit, but this was rather 
unlikely. 

West could do no better than 
continue with the ace and an- 
other heart. This left him with 
two established hearts but virtu- 
ally no chance of gaining the 
lead. 

South won fixe third trick and 
led the spade JackC which was 
covered, by the queen, king and 
ace. It is easy to see that* if 
South had won the first trick, 
a heart lead at this point from 


East would, have given the de- 
fense the setting tricks. 

As It was East returned a 
diamond, and South was in a 
position, to make the contract. 
But he would have had to guess 
the distribution exactly, and he 
had no clue to the' distribution 
of the -suits other than hearts. 

South made the normal play 
of the ace-king of clubs, hoping 
that East had begun, with exact- 
ly three cards in that suit, and 
had no way to make his ninth 
trick.

TARZAN 
Meets the French 


P ARIS.— The hottest selling item in 
vacation-bound France is Edgar Rice 
Burroughs's Tarzan series, of which four 
volumes came out in June < sales have 
reached 200,000 in one month). Edition 
Sp6clale. the two-year-old publishing 
house that launched the series, plans to 
bring out 76 Tarzan volumes over the 
nest three years. 

Tarzan. orphaned son of Lord Grey- 
stoke, first appeared in the United States 
In 1912. Popular as he was (the city 
■where Burroughs lived was renamed Tar- 
zana, California), few Americans bother 
these days to read the Tarzan series. 
"Americans," says Jean-Claude Lattes 
severely, "do not know their own cul- 
ture." Mr. Lattes heads Edition Sp6- 
ciale with writer-editor Jacques Lanz- 
mann. . Over a dozen people worked on 
the French tr ansla tion of Tarzan, includ- 
ing Mr. Lanzmann’s mother-in-law. 

The French are familiar with Tarzan 
iPe tain had him banned on Sept. 22. 
1941. for Americanism and immorality i. 
but only recently have they come to need 

him . 

'The French public has nothing to 
read," Mr. Lattfes says. "The nouveau 
roman is ioo boring and most French 
novelists are only interested in telling 
about themselves, not in telling a story. 
There are no adventure stories any more." 


Very Brainy 

To an extent Tarzan was a natural for 
France since every Frenchman loves a 
lord, especially one who speaks French 
(while Tarzan writes In English, his first 
non-animal spoken language is French), 
but some urgent promoting was also 
needed. Monsieur Tarzan, advance pub- 


licity announced, is spectacularly hand- 
some (woman readers have reacted suit- 
ably) and. above all, for the French hate 
lack of intelligence, he Is very brainy.

Combat, in a 
page-long article, worked out a relation- 
ship between Tarzan and the hippies and 
Bob Dylan; France-Soir heralded Tar- 
zan’s arrival on Page One, and the 
Italian weekly Espresso had a sociologist 
do a two-page spread headlined: “Che 
Bravo Ragazzo, Quel Tarzan!" iwhat a 
good Jguy this Tarzan is). 

The dead-earnest Le Monde gave Tar- 
zan. a full page that appeared, fittingly 
enough, on July 4. His relation to the 
heroic' fantasy is evoked with eight foot- 
notes, and it is noted that Burroughs’s 
values are in decline in present-day 
America: "The young soldiers in Vietnam 
dc not take themselves for Tarzan . . .” 

With all the literary criticism floating 
around. It seemed natural to ask whether 
any French critics confused the creator 
of Tarzan with the contemporary Ameri- 
can writer William Burroughs. 

“Yes," said Mr. lattes. ‘There was one 
provincial, critic who began his review: 
‘Until .-now we only know this writer as 
the author of "The Naked Lunch". . . .* "
